Gang, 


The PC board is 6.4cm by 5.1cm for the Rock-Mite. 
The mounting holes are spaced 5.5cm by 4.25cm. 


Again, a word of warning. The pad for R8 is very very 
close to the ground plane and mounting pad hole. This R8 
pad carries the 12V or V+ voltage and I don't need to 

tell you what happens if you short this pad to ground 

(the one for R8). So use electrical tape, Q-dope, or 
clear finger nail polish to insulate the pad from possible 
contact with anything that connects to ground. The 

trace will act like a fuse and some of us can tell you 


what happens when this happens as we have done it 

in other rigs. Especially if you decide to power up a 
rig on a workbench with lose cuttings from parts 
installation..... You get the picture. 


The physical measurements should help you decide on an 
enclosure for the rig. As previously noted on QRP-L you 
should make sure to leave room for connectors to the 
outside world.

Hi folks, 


Rather than leaping in and attempting to electronically mate my TT2 and 
MRX-40 when they were already in a conjoined state from a complicated but 
failed attempt to wire them together previously, I delicately separated them 
and returned them to their original semi-pristine states of independence. 


The MRX-40 is now linked to the TT2 only by coax running to the TT2 coax port 
and the RF runs within the TT2 are also protected by coax. The RXCR and TXCR 
are powered by their own separate 9 V battery and thus the TT2 should be 
putting out about 250 mW to a G5RV at about 40 feet. 


I called CQ. My first contact was Roger WBOJNR in Denver (~50 miles) who 
gave me a 559 to his 339. My second CQ captured Rob VE3FLD in Thunder Bay, 
Ontario (1021), for mutual 339 reports and almost 4100 miles per watt. 
Thanks guys, both QRP. 


I am troubled by very loud RF noise in my earbud which forces me to take it 
in and out when I flip the TX/RX switch and transmit. The MRX is still 
unenclosed and I tried putting it in a temporary aluminum foil wrapper but 
there was no perceptible difference. 


Any suggestions? I am still open to the possibility of finding an electronic 
TX/RX switch but would like to fix this situation first!

Micro 80 Folks, 


To lower the profile of the Micro 80/20 tanks circuit, a toroid laying flat 
on the PCB would do the job. 


The supplied ceramic former wound with 19 turns of 0.3 mm wire (approx #30) 
inductance is about 4 uH with the ferrite core in. With it out, the 
inductance is about 1.7 uH. 


A 137-2 iron powder core wound with 30 turns #30 has an inductance of about 
4 uH. Also, a T50-2 core with 25 turns of #26 has about 4 uH inductance. 


With 30 turns, tap at 10 turns. With 25 turns, tap at 7 turns. This would 
give about the same turns and impedance ratio as 19 turns tapped at 5. 


I don't know what the collector to emitter capacitance of the output 
transistor is. About 35 pf capacitance is needed to resonate 4 uH at 14 
MHz. An 8 to 50 pf trimmer across the coil should do the job. Start 
tuning with the trimmer set to mid range.

recipient. I don't see how it has anything to do with the qrp-l list. 


If you think your name server is broken, why not use a different one?

All it took was 30 
seconds to reconfigure DSL and /etc/resolve.conf£f. You can try these:
